GIFTS:  In  reporting  tangible  gifts,  it  is  not  necessary  that  exact  dollar  figuresTie  reported  in  every  case. 
If  the  exact  value  of  a  gift  is  not  reasonably  ascertainable,  a  good-faith  estimate  and  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  gift  is  sufficient  for  disclosure  purposes.  In  disclosing  gifts  of  entertainment  or  travel- 
related  expenses,  the  individual  should  include  a  brief  description  of  the  itinerary  and  the  nature  of 
the  expenses  provided.  Exclusions:  Gifts  from  relatives  and  gifts  of  personal  hospitality  of  an 
individual.  Gifts  with  a  value  of  $35  or  less  need  not  be  aggregated  towards  the  $100  or  $250  disclosure 
threshold.  Political  campaign  contributions  also  need  not  be  reported.  Note:  House  Rule  XLIII, 
clause  4  prohibits  acceptance  of  gifts  aggregating  $100  or  more  in  value  from  certain  sources. 

REIMBURSEMENTS:  This  category  would  include  items  such  as  travel  expenses  provided  in  connection 
with  a  speaking  engagement  or  fact-finding  event  related  to  official  duties,  whether  those  expenses 
were  reimbursed  to  the  individual  or  paid  directly  by  the  sponsoring  organization.  Only  a  brief 
description  of  the  itinerary  and  the  nature  of  the  expenses  is  required  rather  than  exact  dollar  figures. 
Exclusions:  Travel-related  expenses  provided  by  federal,  state,  and  local  governments,  or  by  a  foreign 
government  within  a  foreign  country,  and  reimbursements  paid  from  campaign  funds. 

HOLDINGS:  Business  interests,  stocks  and  bonds,  real  estate,  savings  accounts,  and  any  other  invest- 
ment or  income-producing  property  should  be  reported  by  category  of  value.  Property  held  at  any 
time  during  the  calendar  year  must  be  listed ;  however,  the  value  of  the  holding  should  reflect  the 
fair  market  value  as  of  the  end  of  the  year.

In  listing  securities,  the  name  of  each  company  in  which  stock  worth 
over  $1,000  is  held  must  be  listed  separately.  In  reporting  real  property  holdings,  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  (such  as  number  of  acres  and  indication  of  any  improvements),  and  its  location 
should  be  included.  Exclusions:  Any  deposits  aggregating  $5,000  or  less  in  personal  savings  accounts 
as  of  the  end  of  the  year,  and  any  personal  liability  owed  to  the  reporting  individual  by  a  relative.  A 
personal  residence  would  not  be  reported  unless  any  part  of  the  residence  produces  rental  income. 
The  cash  value  of  a  life  insurance  policy,  and  equity  in  any  retirement  fund  need  not  be  reported. 


LIABILITIES:  All  personal  obligations  aggregating  over  $10,000  owed  to  one  creditor  at  any  time  during 
the  year,  whether  secured  or  not,  and  regardless  of  the  repayment  terms  or  interest  rates,  must  be 
listed.

This  is  in  reference  to  my  Financial  Disclosure  Statement  for 
calendar  year  1979,  which  was  filed  with  your  office  on  April  16,  1980. 

In  line  with  my  discussion  with  Roy  Dye  of  the  staff  of  the 
Committee  on  Standards  of  Official  Conduct,  I  would  like  to  provide 
the  following  clarification  with  respect  to  the  trusts  listed  in  my 
Disclosure  Statement. 

The  Miriam  D.  Walker,  Grace  S.  Hornbrook,  and  Margaret  H.  Coppock 
trusts,  described  in  Section  I-B,  were  not  created  directly  by  me  or 
my  wife  or  daughter,  and  we  have  no  detailed  knowledge  of  the  holdings 
or  sources  of  income  of  these  trusts.   Thus,  it  is  my  understanding 
that  the  assets  of  those  trusts  are  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the 
terms  of  the  Ethics  in  Government  Act  of  1978.   Accordingly,  Section 
VIII-B  of  the  Disclosure  Statement  should  be  corrected  to  reflect 
that  we  do  have  an  interest  in  trusts  whose  holdings  were  not  re- 
ported because  they  are  exempted  under  the  Act. 

The  Joseph  L.  Fisher  and  the  Margaret  W.  Fisher  trusts  were  created 
by  us  as  blind  trusts  in  1974  and  have  been  submitted  to  the  Committee 
on  Standards  of  Official  Conduct  for  approval  as  "qualified  blind 
trusts"  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ethics  in  Govern- 
ment Act. 

I  would  like  to  request  that  this  letter  be  included  as  an  adden- 
dum to  my  Financial  Disclosure  Statement  in  order  to  avoid  any  mis- 
understanding concerning  these  trusts.

If  you  are  «elf  employed,  you 
mutt  work  for  at  leest  39  weeks  during  the 
first  12  months  and  a  total  of  78  weeks 
during  the  24  month*  right  after  you  move. 

You  may  deduct  your  moving  expenses

"time"  test  before  your  1979  return  Is  due.

The  seemingly  large  increase  in  my  1979  outside  income 
and  the  federal  and  North  Carolina  taxes  paid  for  that  period 
is  the  result  of  settlement  of  a  note  which  I  held  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  my  businesses  in  1975.   Previous  financial 
reports   have  reflected  annual  payments  on  the  note  as  income, 
and  the  substantial  remaining  principal  as  an  asset.   In  1979, 
I  accepted  a  discounted  payment  of  the  entire  principal  and  the 
note  no  longer  is  reported  as  an  asset. 

This  settlement  was  in  no  way  money  which  I  earned  in 
1979,  or,  in  fact,  since  I  have  been  in  Congress.   The  businesses 
which  I  sold  in  1975  were  founded  or  purchased  by  me  beginning 
in  1966.   Thus,  the  settlement  represents  capital  gains  on 
investment  and  eight  years  of  personal  management  of  businesses 
whose  stock  gained  in  market  value,  and  it  is  so  reported  on  my 
1979  income  tax  return  (attached).   The  discounted  settlement  is 
further  reflected  in  my  net  worth,  which  has  declined  from 
$446,665.00  as  of  September  30,  1974  (about  a  month  before  I 
was  first  elected)  to  $276,164.00  as  of  December  31,  1979;  and 
in  my  current  assets,  which  indicate  that  most  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  settlement  have  been  reinvested  in  stocks  and  bonds. 
(A  complete  personal  financial  statement  also  is  attached) .
